o This amendment is necessary to provide antecedent basis to the 
later indication at lines 1 1 -1 2 of the claim. 

• Claim 29, line 13, replace "the steps" with "the means for making, the 
means for storing, and the means for changing". 

o This amendment is necessary to correct the informality wherein the 
claim is a computer system having a plurality of means, not steps 
and therefore the means are executed during a design stage.
